All theſe Circumſtances, my Lords, and many others, that I may nor here produce, per- 
ſwadeghe King, my Maſter, with Reaſon, that this Arming threatens England : Wherefore 
his Maſt hath Compmancded me to declare to you on his part, that the bands of Friendſhip 
and Alliazegberween him and the King of Great Britain will oblige him not only to affiſt him, 
but alſo he WM look on the firſt a&t of Hoſtiliry, that ſhall be commirred by your Troops, or 
by your Fleet, #yainſt his Majeſty of Great Brita, as a manifeſt rupture of the Peace, andan 
overt breach withihis Crown. \ 
I leave to your Loedfhips Prudence to refle& on the Conſequences that ſuch Enterpriſes 
may have, his Maxſty-not having ordered me to make you this Declaration on his part, with- 
our his ſincere Intention wo ( as I have already had the honour to rell you ) all that 
may trouble the Peace of . Art the Hague September the gth. 1688.
